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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because: reference character "41" has been used to designate both "at least one 
fastening element, claim 5, line 3" and "mounting holes, claim 10, line 3 " and 
reference character "50" has been used to designate both "conductive wires, claim 3, 
line 3" and "ends, claim 12, line 3". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should Include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the " fastening 
elements are clips attached to an element or a first element (6) of an object to be 
label, claim 18 " must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
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replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claim 5 recites the limitation " the detachable contact zones " in lines 4-5 and 
claim 9 recites the limitation " said detachable contacts " in line 4. There is insufficient 

antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 5-11, 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Regarding claim 5, lines 2-5 is unclear. The phrase of "said intermediate 
connecting element comprise at least one fastening element that guarantees an 
exact position of detachable contact zones" is confused because "the fastening 
element (41)" is defined as a hole or an opening, and so "the hole or the opening" 
do not be as functions as be guarantees for the exact position of the contact 
zones. Please, clarify. 

Regarding claim 6, lines 2-7 is unclear. Same rejected as in claim 5. 

Regarding claim 18, it is unclear. The phrase of " fastening elements are clips 
attached to an element (6) of an object to be label" is not understood. Since the 
clips do not show in any drawings, and further where is/are the clips or element (6) 
shown?, and what does applicant means of "an object"? Please, clarify. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 



Addonisio et al. (U.S. Patent 6,839,035). 
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As to claims 1 -5, 1 2, and best understood to claims 6-1 1 , and 1 8, Addonisio et al. 
discloses a transponder (RFID transponder, column 1, line 19) comprising: 

an integrated circuit, IC (components or chips 44, 48 mounted on a circuit board 
46); and 

an antenna (42), which is a coil electrically connected to said integrated circuit 
(44, 48) via a detachable connection (the circuit board 46), the antenna (42) is mov able 
related to the IC (44, 46) without interrupting said electrical connection, 

wherein said electrical connection comprises at least one intermediate 
connecting element (46) and conductive wires (or ends, the end of the antenna 42 
connected on or through the circuit board 46) being free, said intermediate connecting 
element (46), which is a circuit board comprising at least one fastening element (the 
fastening element which is/are solder to connect the antenna to the circuit board 46 and 
through holes having pad on the board 46), the circuit board (46) having contacts (pads) 
for making electrical contact to the antenna (42). 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-12 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant argues: 

a) For RESTRICTION: 

"The Applicants respectfully request that the restriction as to claims 13, 16 and 
17 be withdrawn. The Applicants have amended claim 13 to be dependent from claim 1 
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and state the tool as in claim 13 is exclusively dedicated for the fabrication and the 
testing of the transponder. The most important point is that the detachable antenna of 
the transponder is placed in the same case with the antenna of the tool for 
reading/writing the data in the transponder. As such the two devices, so linked, place no 
additional burden on the Office in prosecuting the claims. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the restriction requirement and early and favorable 
prosecution of all the claims on the merits is respectfully requested." In Remark, page 7. 
Examiner disagrees: 

Newly submitted claims 13, 16-17 directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: claim 13 recites 
limitations as a tool structure for read/write data in a different transponder structure 
different from the transponder as claimed in claim 1 . 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 13, 16-17 withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

b) No indication that the antenna is electrically connected in a detachable 
manner to the IC. 

Examiner disagrees. Figure 4 of Addonisio shows the antenna (42) that is 
electrically connected to the IC via by circuitries or traces formed in/on the circuit board 
46.
